SSS,OOO DI BONUSES BE ADDED 
TO SAURIES FOR THIS YEAR 


Petition School Bourd and Recite SutiM ic, Showing In- 
cream in Coat of Living in Nation at Larga— Com- 
mitten of Five DUctueea Bonua Question with Board 
— Request Comae Near End of Financial Year and 
Puts Board in Quandary. 


Bristol public school teachers last night asked the 
School Hoard to grant each teacher a $500 bonus for this 
year 
The request was made in a petition presented to the 
Hoard assembled in regular monthly session. A commit­ 
tee of five teachers, members of the Bristol Teachers' 
Anociation, attended the Board meeting. 
Miss Jane Rodgers, president of the Bristol Teachers* 
Association, informed the Board there was considerable 
unrest among the teachers and a general unsettled con­ 
dition existed. Part of this, she said. was perhaps due to 
the unrest in general throughout the country. Site said 
that such a condition is not a healthy one for the teachers 
or the teaching system of the schools. 
Miss Annie Heritage read to the Board the petition 
which requested $500 bonus for each of the teachers. The 
IM'tition cited statistics of a national character which gave 
the increase in the cost of living since January. 1941

The quickest thumb-nail approach to what is hap­ 
pening in Washington lies iii the fact that it now has 
one of the most acute housing shortages in the nation— 
much worse than at tin* peak of the war. 


This is something to think about. W ashington was 
vastly overcrowded while the war was going on— but at 
that time this was considered an 
em ergency" and a 
"tem porary" situation. 
Now a great m any thousand people— largely of 
course government employes — are obviously making 
their plans for its being a permanent condition. 


Senator B y rd may talk about two million Federal em­ 
ployes being a "w ar surplus" and say that our national 
solvency demands their immediate dismissal. 
Washington s job holders are not taking this any 
more seriously than the White I louse. By the thousand, 
those who commuted during the war— some from as far 1 
as Philadelphia and even New York—-now are trying to 
(find nearby homes. Men iii service, who lived in barracks 
or military "quarters," now plan to bring their families 
and set up housekeeping. 
Every facility of the com m unity is tremendously 
overcrowded — movies, hotels, st reef-curs, restaurants. 
"Queues" form and dissolve everywhere; one suspects 
that some of those who fall into lines do so automatically, 
with no definite understanding of whether they are wait­ 
ing for nylons, meals or bus-trips. 
Back of the congestion is the fact that the Federal 
payrolls, so far as Washington is concerned, have sharply 
increased rather than diminished since the war ended. 
But there is more to the picture than growing pay­ 
rolls. Easy-money is iii the air. Washington thinks the 
President was right when, not long ago, he happily said: 
"W e are rich." To them, that meant, "come and get itt’* 
and there they are, eager to get it while the getting is good. 
lf any remember, with ford Hidings, the steadily rising 
mountain of obligation resting upon the nation, a growing 
and menacing mortgage, they appear to do so with the 
famous remark of the old French Boiirlvons, "A fter US, 
the deluge." 
Washington has the atmosphere of a boom town, lf 
you have money, you can get almost anything you want; 
even hotel suites, or nylons— provided, of course, you 
"know the ropes." I hat means knowing the right Demo­ 
crats, in most cases. 
Shop windows art* full of the most amazing collection 
of non-essentials; a good, old -fashioned $2 shirt can’t be 
found, but you can have your choice of fur-* oats of rare 
swagger and style. 
You can buy gim cracks worth a 
dime for a dollar or so, and fabulous jewelry up to any 
imaginable price, even though meat, blitter and sugar are 
painfully scarce. 
Washington is wide-open and going strong, 
tap­ 
rooms are numerous and well patroni/rd; hotel ballrooms 
are running in shifts to try to ^ .it* Ii up with the "partying" 
which is going on— as fast as one group leaves, another is 
leady lo tak< ^ver, and the hotel staffs barely have time to 
clean-up between times.
